CONSIDERABLE number of factories Making auto- 

mobile parts in the Detroit district have been under- 
going expansion programs during the year. The latest to 
make a move along these lines is the Detroit Steel Products 
Company. This organization recently purchased a forty- 
acre tract near the city, and the other day, on the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the company’s incorporation, ground 
was broken for a new automobile spring manufacturing 
unit. 

John G. Rumney, chairman of the board of directors, 
is one of the founders of the company and he has seen it 
grow from a very small organization to one of the large 
business in Detroit. Edgar R. Ailes, secretary and 
treasurer of the company, is well known nationally. 

The new unit will be the largest in the country devoted 
exclusively to manufacture of automobile springs, it is said. 

Action taken by this company shows that the automo- 
bile business is constantly expanding. There is hardly a 
company in Detroit that has not enlarged its space during 
the present year, and further expansion programs are ex- 
pected shortly after next January 1. 

We all look upon the automobile business as a huge in- 
dustry, but sometimes we fail to take into consideration 
the automobile parts business, which has grown to large 
proportions and which continues to grow year after year.

« Corporation of Canada, Ltd., paints an interesting 
picture of the future of the automobile in the Dominion. 
Of course he is enthusiastic over the Chrysler line, but he is 
just as enthusiastic over Canada and its growth in the last 
dozen or so years. 

Mr. Miller happened to call at this office the other 
day, and his enthusiasms proved to be contagious. He is 
so thoroughly sold on the Dominion of Canada that he 
just can’t help talking about it, and he is well safeguarded 
with statistics. 

One thing he has no patience with is the so-called 
“used car problem.” “There is no used car problem,” he 
says. “Selling automobiles is just like selling any other 
commodity, and everything of this sort should be gone about 
in the simplest kind of way. There should be no complica- 
tions nor any blare of trumpets. If there is anything the 
matter with a used car the dealer has for sale, that dealer 
should tell the prospect just what the matter is, and im- 
mediately he builds up confidence in his concern and his 
business ability.. That’s all there is to it.” 

Mr. Miller has had a wide experience in selling cars 
and he is a great hand at gathering statistics. 

A number of years ago he was in the employ of a large 
automobile distributor in one of the largest Canadian cities. 
He took upon himself the task of gathering statistics cover- 
ing the cost to the dealer in selling automobiles.. Over a 
long period of time here is what he found, regarding the 
percentage of effort used in selling cars: 

Good will 64 per cent 
Location 20 per cent. 
Salesmen Contact 12 per cent. 
Classified Advertising 4 per cent. 

Mr. Miller believes that in some sections of the United 
States these percentages may vary somewhat, but he is con- 
vinced the ratio will remain about the same.

Southern Auto Supply 
Designed Home for 
Better Service 


By FRED E. KUNKEL 
UILDING for more economic 
and efficient service in keep- 


ing with the trend of the modern 
age for speed and service is the 
keynote underlying Southern Auto- 
motive Wholesalers of Washing- | 
ton, D. C., formerly the Southern 
Auto Supply Company, which oc- 
cupies a_ three-story concrete 
building of brick and steel frame 
construction. 

The building was designed pri- 
marily to serve the needs of the 
company and was built for service 
with bulk storage on the third floor, 
Slow-moving items on the second 
and all fast-moving items on the 
first floor, where they are arranged 
in a series of steel shelving, each 
shelf and compartment labeled and 
numbered for quick reference. All 
replacement parts are listed on a 
perpetual inventory card system, 
which is conveniently located so 
that the records may be kept up to} 
the minute. 

A model machine shop is also lo- 
cated on the first floor, where cus- 
tomers who come in cannot help 
but be attracted to it and look it 
over. This is one of the few jobbing 
houses in the East completely 
equipped with steel shelving. Every- 
thing about the place is compact 
and neatly arranged. There is no 
lost motion in rendering service. 





Every item is vertually at the finger 


tips of the employees. 

The machine shop can be seen 
from the counter in front of the 
store and is equipped with a 
heavy duty lathe, light lathe. 
heater for fly wheel, ring gears, 
piston grinder, brake lining, ma- 
chine valve grinder, machine cyl- 
inder, grinder and press. 

A long bench runs the entire 
length of the wall in back of the 
mahines for convenience. The ma- 
chine shop occupies a space of fifty 
by fifteen feet. All equipment is 
electrically driven. 

Shop equipment is also sold on 
the main floor, and suitable dis- 
plays are made, so that those who 
come in and shop around can quick- 
ly pick out what they want. The 
machine shop is a necessary instal- 
lation today for jobbers selling re- 
placement parts. 

The company operates in the 
District of Columbia and within 
a radius of 100 miles, including 
nearby Maryland, Virginia and 
West Virginia. It has two depart- 
ments—automotive and radio. An 
automotive sales force of ten and 
a radio sales force of six are em- 
ployed to handle the sales of this 
territory, while a total pay roll 
climbs to sixty. Salesmen in the 
city of Washington are divided, 
according to accounts, but outside 
of Washington they are territory 
men. H. Hyde is the sales 
manager. 

“The automotive jobber today 
must have an adequate stock to 
stimulate trade,” says Mr. Hyde. 
“Dealers are buying on a hand-to- 
mouth basis, and adequate stocks 
must be carried to meet their de- 
mands. This is an age of keen 
competition, and stocks must be 
adequate to sustain sales activities, 
because when goods are demanded 
they must be available immediately. 
Automotive merchandise 
merchandised more than ever today 
if you would keep in the forefront 
and in the limelight. We are also 
extensive advertisers, and believe in 
keeping our name constantly before 
the dealer. Slow-moving items, we 
find, are sometimes due to the lack 
of merchandising effort.

PERISHABLE FRUIT 
TRUCKING GAINING 


eo Movement Sets 
New High Record 
In New Jersey 


EWARK, N. J., Sept. 17.—All 

records for the motor truck 
movement of perishable fruits 
and vegetables through the city 
of Newark were broken in Au- 
gust. In the twenty-four active 
market days 4,762 carloads of 
produce moved over the streets 
of Newark to feed the population 
in the metropolitan area. This 
was at the rate of 198 cars a day. 
This does not take into consid- 
eration the volume hauled to the 
markets on the railroads, equiva- 


lent to two 100-car trains each 
day. 
While seven states used the 


streets of Newark in hauling their 
produce to market, 70 per cent. of 
the supplies entering New York and 
90 per cent. for Newark were from 
farms of New Jersey. More prod- 
j}uce was hauled into these two mar- 
kets in August on motor trucks 
than in any two previous months. 

Twenty-five commodities grown 
in New Jersey are hauled to market 
|}on motor trucks. A total of thirty- 
nine important fruit and vegetable 
crops used in these two markets 

are hauled in on motor trucks. 

Trucks are now making regular 
schedules from every section of New 
Jersey as well as from points in 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia and 
even the Carolinas. The amount 
|from beyond the Delaware River is 
small in comparison with that from 
| Jersey farms 

Trucks now travel the 150 miles 
| from Cape May to Newark in about 
| six hours; ten years ago it took that 

amount of time to drive a wagon 
| load of produce twenty miles. 

The development of a more direct 
system of highways has encour- 
aged the use of trucks. While the 
time saved is often small, the con- 
venience of having the produce de- 
livered at wholesale markets with- 
out changing from cars to trucks in 
the produce yards has brought 
about a part of this new use of the 
state highways.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 17.—Motor 
ear and truck sales for the 
first eight months of this year 
showed a decrease of only 11 per 
cent. as compared with 21,323 for 
the entire year 1928, and in the 
used car end the totals for the 
same periods were 50,960 and 64,- 
728, a difference of 21 per cent., 
or 13.768 units. 
On the basis of the present daily 


ratio of sales the 1929 total should 
show an increase over last year of 
9440. while the used car increase 
tf vear as against 1928 should be 
approximately 10,000, if the daily 
average is maintained ; 

There was decided slump in 


August as compared with July, fig- 
ures for the two months showing a 
decrease of 335 in the new and 540 
in the used car end. In spite of this, 
the total of 2.154 new and 6,360 
used car sales for the month were 
149 and 508 greater respectively than 
fast vear. August sales were the low- 
est thus far this year, save in Janu- 
ary and February, but the way 
September has started off, according 
to leading dealers, is assurance that 
the next four months will bring the 
ear’s volume fully up to expecta- 
Sione 

For the first eight working days 
this month, the new and used car 
tetals were 552 and 1,614, respective- 
Ty, as compared with 531 and 1,407 
for the same period in 1928. Al- 
though the September figures are 
only slightly in excess of the first 
eight days in August, dealers are 
confident the upturn indicates a 
steady increase, in view of the fact 
that new models have been pre- 
sented and buyers have about made 
up their minds with regard to the 
Various types. 

Used car inventories are beginning 
to_grow again and with increased 
Bales of new cars, old ones naturally 
will be taken in trade in most in- 
stances A majority of dealers. 
however, particularly those handling 
the more popular lines, are trading 
closely, determined to get at least 
an even break in every transaction 
involving a_ trade-in. 

Some dealers take a rather pessi- 
mistic view of the situation and are 
of the opinion that the unusually 
good business during the first six 
months created a false feeling of 
security and caused some dealers to 
slow up their efforts. In the main, 
however, dealers regard the coming 

f new models as the chief reason 
for the August slump Another 
factor this year was the increased 
percentage of persons leaving the 
city for lengthy vacations.
